Measles caused as many deaths as scar- 
let fever and diphtheria combined in 
for Three] Ontario during April last... The returns 
from 753° division registrars to the Pro- 
vincial Board of Health show that 22 
cases of the first-mentioned disease, out 
of a total of 195, proved fatal.

The message was handed to Con- 
stable Steenburg, and after arming 
himself with a pair of handcuffs and 
securing the assistance of Mr. S. 
Vader he started out to look for his 
men. He located two of them in 
Layine Bros,’ store where they were 
making a few small purchases and 
attempting to dispose of some dawelnys 
Vader was placed on gird outside 
the door and the constable went in to 
make the arrest. The moment he 
laced his hands on one of the burg- 
lars to take him into custody his com- 
panion pulled a gun and commenced 
toshoot. Two bullets went through 
the glass in the door, and then the 
constable dropped his man without 
asking any further questions, Both 
desperadoes made for the street, but 
when the man with the {gun emerged 
Vader grappled with him and a lively 
tussle ensued. His pal ran into the 
road and opened fire with a 38 calibre 
Smith & Wesson, The scene was 
one that will not soon be forgotten by 
those who witnessed it. Four shots 
were fired at Vader in rapid succes- 
sion, but he pluckily held onto his 
man and managed to keep him be- 
tween himself and the man with the 
gun, One ball tore a hole in the side- 
walk, and then Vader decided dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor 

and gaye up the fight. : 

‘The two men ran across the bridge 
and up the railway track to the sta- 
tion, where they were joined by the 
third member of the party, who 
carried a grip. They struck west 
and were pursued by about a dozen 
citizens armed with rifles and shot 
guns. Will. Isteed exchanged shots 
with them about a mile out of the 
yillage. but he was the only one to 
get within striking distance. 

. Constable Hall arrived on the noon 
train and immediately organized a 
ossee to go in search of the fugitives.

They passed 
through L'Amatle about 1 o'clock 
DN morning, and were met on the 
rol by at least three people from 
Bancroft who were at L’Amuable at- 
tending a concert at night.

A Madoc Boy at Top of Ladder, 


Mr. B. S. Jenkins, General Superin- 
tendent of C.P.R. Western Lines. 


The following article we clip from 
Pays Special Attention to the Winnipeg Free Press of May 
which was accompanied by a good 
N | S photo of Mr. Jenkins :— 
**Benjamin Stockton Jenkins, the 
general superintendent of telegraphs 


of the western lines of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Telegraphs, whose 
headquarters are at Winnipeg, has 
been prominently identified with the 
corpor ation he now serves since its 
first inception. In fact, his services 
antedate those of any Official of the 
system. His field of action, however, 
has been confined to the western de- 
partment, a section hei is said to have 
at his “finger ends.” His early edu- 
cation was acquired at the public 
schools of his natiye province. In 
1874, howeyer, he began his telegra- 
phic career, his first position being in 
the employ of the Montreal Co., 
at Madoc, Ont. Subsequently he 
found employment with the Dominion 
Telegraph Co,, at Port Perry, Unt., 
and later with the Montreal Tele- 
graph Co., at Montreal. In Septem- 
ber, 1881, his long service with the 
Canadian Pacific began, for at that 
date he became connected with the 
telegraph department of that railway. 
This was during the construction 
period in the first year of that great 
undertaking, The telegraph feature 
of the road, designed primarily as an 
aid to promote its operation was 
found nevertheless to be a great pub- 
lic conyenience in the comparatively 
newly settled country through which 
the mellwey passed ; so much so, it 
was deemed wise to establish an ex- 
ecutive head to this branch, Mr. 
Jenkins was regarded as the most 
available roan for this post, and 
accordingly on July 1, 1883, he receiv 
ed the appointment of superintendent 
of telegraphs of the western division, 
the first telegraph superintendent and 
executive officer of this department 
named by the Canadian Pacific Rail-

For the time being, therefore, the 
enterprise was isolatedin extent and 
character, a temporary condition, 
howeyer, for the work as being vigor- 
ously prosecuted. The need of wider 
extended telegraphic connections be- 
came more and more apparent, as de- 
mands upon its service increased. 
During, and in the period following 
the general extension of the telegraph 
lines, which finally bad been deter- 
mined upon by the railway company, 
began in 1886 with remarkable energy, 
and which witnessed a speedy develop- 
ment from wires paralelling the rail- 
road simply, into an extended and 
well-appointed national system, Mr. 
Jenkins proved himself to an efficient 
coadjutor of his chief in the under- 
taking. On the first of December, 
1899, he received his promotion to the 
office of general superintendent of 
telegraphs, with jurisdiction covering 
the territory extending from the 
west of Lake Superior to the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. The im- 
portance of this long stretch of tele- 
graph and of the responsibilities 
attached thereto, may be judged 
from the fact that when present im- 
provements, now under construction, 
are completed, probably by the close 
of the year, over 6,000 miles of track 
and pole line will be included, Mr. 
Jenkins has this western section held 
well in control trom his headquarters 
at Winnipeg, over which he is enabled 
to exert a close survey east and west 
in an uninterrupted measure.”

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SOME BOHEMIAN RECIPES. 


If you want cooking In which a com- 
bination of flavors blends into one deli- 
cale aroma, delighting ot onco the pal- 
ate and the nostrils, and a dish whic h} 
will please the eye as well; if you want 
cooking which will utilize every other 
otherwi unusable scrap, bringing it 
before you again in some unrecognizable 
bul delicious form; in short, if you want 
cooking which out Frenehes the French 
themselves in the very attributes which 
makes Gallic cookery celebrated, if you 
want all this and more, ‘secure a Bohe- 
mian cook, 

Sauer Kraut and Dumplings.—This is 
one of their everyday dishes fit for a 
king. To haye il in perfection, the kraut 
should be made by o Bohemian “mam- 
inka’ (mother or housewife). If you have 
such a neighbor, don’t fail to get her, by 
wheedling or hire, fo make your kraut. 
Tt will be a revelation. For a dish for 
SiX people use about 3 pints of kraut, 
washing it, if too sour, until the right 
degree of acidily is reached. Let it boil 
for several hours. A cooking, box is. ex- 
ecilent for this and saves the disagree- 
able odor in the house. If a box is used, 
give the kraut half on hour preliminary 
cooking. Half an hour or more before 
serving pul two lablespoonfils of butter 
or other grease, bacon fat or salt pork 
fryings are better than anything else, in 
a saucepan, cut an onion fine, fry in the 
grease, being careful nol to let it brown. 
When the onion is soft, pour in the sauer 
kraut and let boil until wished for the 
table, The kraut should be quite wet. 

For the dumpling take 1 cup warm 
milk, 34 teaspoon salt, 34 cake com- 


pressed yeast, and flour enough to make} 


a soft dough, which must be kneaded 
until perfectly smooth. Let rise in a 
warm place oyer night if wanted for a 
noon dinner, «Set in the morning if for 
an evening dinner. When’ very light 
work in 1 beaten (gg and 1 teaspoon 
melted butler. Let rise again. When 
light, the second time, form into small 
dumplings 144 inches in diameter, using

Form into small 
balls, egg and breadcrumb them, and 
fry in deep fat. Drain on unglazed pa- 
pet and serve at once, 

Rice and Cheese Balls—Add half a 
cupful of hard grated cheese to a pint of 
boiled rice, season with salt and a dash 
of cayenne, Add a well beaten egg and 
moisten with cream sauce. orm into 
sinall Walls, egg and breadcrumb them, 
and fry in deep fat. 

Rice Waflles.—Soften a cup of boiled 
rice with the yolks of three eggs and two 
tablespoons of meiled butter. Alternate- 
ly add two cupfu's of milk and one and 
one-half of flour, into which a heaping 
teaspoonful of baking powder has been 
mixed, and lastly the beaten whites.

MAN WITIL AN APPETITE, 


Voracious Individual Who 
8,000 Peas in a Day. 


Ate Over 


John Cotton, who lives in Dewsbury, 
Yorkshire, England, is believed to pos- 
sess the most voracious appetite of any 
man living. Within the last few days 
he has consumed a meal at which a van 
horse would have jibbed in despair. He 
is alregdy well known in the district in 
which he lives by reason of his past 
performances, but his latest feat sur- 
passes all his previous conquests, 

The contest which has just conclud- 
ee lasted fourteen days. The condition 
was that he should eat two peas on the 
first day, double that number on the 
second, and continue fo double ib day 
after day for fourteen days. The peas 
which were used for the contest were 
{he ordinary green marrowfats. 

During the first week the man simply 
swallowed them like pills, in the dry 
state; afterwards they were steeped and 
boiled. On the tenth day the number 
was 1,024; on the eleventh, 2,048; on 
the twelfth, 4,096; on the thirteenth, 8,- 
192, and on the fourteenth, 16,384.

SELF SUPPORTING. 


Portland is about the only one of our 
prisons which can be called self-sup-} 
porting. There the yearly keep of the 
men js only £12 7s.

pioneer in good road building having 
spent over one million dollars in that 
direction, He thought between now 
and the fall session other places 
should be urged to join in the demand, 

Mr. Vanderyoort said the committee 
got very little satisfaction from Hon, 
Mr. Reaume but he was not discour- 
aged. 

ASKING FOR RAISE, 

A deputation composed of a number 
of the road foreman were present, 

Mr, McIlroy was the first speaker. 
He was a foreman for 17 years and 
found it hard to get men at the pres- 
ent low wages. At present the 
laborers were getting $1.50 per day 
and they lose all wet days, Their 
teams were getting $2.75a day. The 
men will not work any longer at the 
same wages. He thought the laborers 
should get $1.75 a day, and he would 
take $2 a day. 

Mr, McCrae said his son was a _fore- 
man and for the past two weeks he 
had been,working with one man. He 
thought the county should furnish 
board and bedding. He thought he 
could get men at $1.75 a day. 

Mr. Farnham said he found much 
difficulty in securing teams at present 
price offered. It was about the same 
with the men, His men and teams 
were getting the same as given by Mr, 
Mellro 

Mr. Vermilyea said the work was 
hard and the cost of liying had in- 
ereased, The demani for Nabor was 
unlimited for both—men and teams. 
He thought the only way was to in- 
crease the men’s pay. 

The Warden said the same state of 
affairs existed in Hungerford. He 
thought the men should get an 
increase. 

Mr. Bleecker, superintendent of 
roads and bridges said the request of 
the men was not at all unreasonable. 
Many of the men had told him they 
were holding on until the June session 
and if the raise was not forthcoming 
they would quit work. 

Mr. Vandervoort moved, seconded 
by Mr, Cornell, that the rate of wages 
for men on the county roads be paid 
as tollows, Foreman’s team $3.26, 
other teams $3, foreman $2 per day, 
men $1.75 and engineers $2.25 a day, 

Mr, Best, Mr. Ketcheson and Mr, 
Collins thought the foreman should 
not wet any more for his team than 
the others, 

Mr. Dryden thought the lead team 
should always be paid more than the 
crhe and Mr, Bonter agreed with 

im, 

Mr. Cornell also spoke strongly in 
favonof the extra 25c. for the leading 
team, . 

Mr. Dryden and Mr, Best did not 
think the engineer should get any 
more than the foreman. Mr, Burkitt 
also thought the same. 

Mr. Verinilyea said he believed in 
the strictest economy, but he belieyed 
if the men deserved to be paid well it 
was the men who worked on the 
roads, He had watched them and they 
do their work well, 

The motion carried with the chang- 
ing of the rate of engineers’ from 
$2.25 to $2, 


HOUSE OF REFUGE, 


The committee's report on the 
House of Refuge reported that the 
amount of $11,000 would be required 
to provide and furnish the building 
and also building the necessary barns, 
sheds, etc.

Special experts 
have proven to the underwriters that

- overhead wires, etc, The report, which 


also touches upon other important mat- 
fers, says that the Underwriters’ Asso- 
ciation, after much research, have rea- 
son to believe that some of the recent 
disastrous fires in the city are dueto 
defective wiring. The report also slates 


_ that during the past six months fire in- 


surance losses in the city have been 

close upon three million dollars. This 
-mieans seven dollars per capita of po- 
pulation. Such losses, it is claimed, 
‘besides being enormous in the extreme, 
are unnecessary.

DELICIOUS DISHES. 


Spice Pudding,—Take scraps from the 
table; pour boiling hot water over them; 
lel soak for a few minutes; then 
sprinkle with sugar; beat three eggs in 
pint of sweet milk; sweeten to taste; 
then pour over crumbs, Sprinkle with 
salt and spice, then bake in moderate 
oven, 

Cheese.—Beat two eggs and add to 
them a pint of hot milk. Put in the bot- 
fom of a pudding dish four slices of 
Stale bread two inthes square. Grate 
over them a quarter of a pound of 
cheese and over the whole pour the hot 
milk and eggs. Bake for twenty min- 
ules and serve hot, 

Home Made Molasses.—If one has 
trouble in finding what they wish in 
the various brands of molasses for sale, 
buy clean, rich, brown sugar; add suf- 
ficient water to dissolve, bring to a boil, 
and skim well. When coo] it should 
be thick, clear, and of an excellent fla- 
vor, far more economical than the un- 
Salisfactory purchased article. 

Cranberry Sauce.—Place a layer of 
cranberries in a saucepan, then a layer 
of black sugar, then a layer of cran- 
berries, and alternate with the sugar 
until the quantily is used. Pour on half 
acup of waler, cold, fo a quart of cran- 
berries, use a pound of the sugar. Do 
not disturb them, but let them cook 
themselves, They will be like candied

Do not try to pare pineapples from 
the outside, but, after cutting out the 
blossom with a small sharp knife, out 
the apple in two crosswise, and cut the 
inside out close to the rind; you will 
find this the easiest and quickest way 
of preparing the fruit.

Mushroom Soup.—Take one-quarter 
pound of mushrooms, peel and cut up 
fine; save out half a cupful of the pieces 
end stew the rest in a pint of water, ad- 
ding also a pint of veal or chicken 
stock. Make a roux of a tablespoonful 
of flour and butter and stir it into 
the liquid. Strain into a bowl; add a 
cup of cream and the reserved mush- 
rooms and let it come to a boil; add pep- 
per and salt and the well beaten yoik 
of an egg. Take from the fire immedi- 
aicly and serve in cups with whipped 
cream, 

Veal Goulash.—Fry an onion a light 
brown in a tablespoonful of butter; 
when brown add veal; salt and cover, 
stirring quite often to prevent burning. 
Take a piece of bay ‘eaf the size of 4 
dime, a pinch of caraway seeds, a pinch 
of sweet marjoram, and chop to a fine 
powder. Add this to your meat wilh 
a dash of Hungarian paprica and some 
soup stock if you have it; if not add 
water, When nearly done make a 
gravy of a cup of sour cream thickened 
with a tablespoonful of flour; add to 
your meat; let boil a few minutes and 
serve, 

Peach Cobbler.—The difference be- 
tween a cobbler and a ple is there js no 
bottom crust to the cobbler. The fruit 
13 peeled, but not stoned, and lightly 
stewed until nearly done in water 
slightly sweelened; then put into the 
baking pan with the syrup, to which 
more sugar and plenty of butter “as 
been added; make at good pie crust and 
over the whole top with a vent hole in 
the centre, over which the pastry is 
placed. A few of the kernels of the 
peaches should be cracked and boiled 
with them to give a still more peachy 
flavor. When nicely browned the top 
crust is I'fled off and laid under side 
up on a large platter,,and the peaches 
with their sauce poured over. Serve 
with a peach cobbler rich, Sweet fresh 
milk; a flavored sauce is not needed. 


Baked Fish.—Take a good sized fish, 
trout or whitefish being especially good, 
clean thoroughly, and salt well, letting 
fish stand several hours before being 
used so as to be seasoned thoroughly. 
Make dressing of bread, small piece of 
bulter, salt and pepper to taste, and a 
sage. Add enough hot water to make 
it wet. Put in fish, take string and 
sew fish together. When ready to put 
in oven lay thin pieces of bacon on top 
of fish, as this gives the fish an excel- 
lent flavor. Bake a four pound fish 
about an hour and a half. Make salad 
dressing of one egg, two tablespoonfuls 
sugar, good pinch of salt, bulter size 
of a walnut, teaspoon mustard, one-half 
cup vinegar. Cook slowly and stir con- 
stantly. When thickened add one me- 
dium sized sour cucumber pickle and 
one small onion cut in small discs. 
Serve this on the fish hot. ¢ 

Pie for Bride,—For an easy pie crust 
for a bride, take two heaping large 
tablespoonfuls of firm, sweet lard to one 
and one-half coffee cups of good flour. 
Add a small teaspoonful of salt and 
crumble thoroughly until well mixed. 
Then moisten with a little cold milk cr 
water. Do not get the dough too wet, 
as this will render the pastry hard and 
tough when baked, Just work it enough 
io make it barely stick together, then 
dividing it into two lumps, one for lop 
and one for bottom crust. Handle as 
little as possible, as too much knead- 
ing reduces the richness, Have the pie 
pan ready with a little dusting of flour 
in bottem and sides to prevent stick- 
ing. Roll out the lump intended for 
lower crust until thin, double over to 
prevent breaking, and lay in pan. 
Spread smoothly and then cut edges 
with knife or scissors. Wet edges wilh 
4 litte cold milk lo make it adhere to 
upper crust and prevent juice of fruit 
from running out. Put in mince meat 
er fruit and then roll out upper crust, 
carefully folding over to avoid break- 
age. Spread a teaspoonful of soft but- 
fer on top before folding and place it 
in position, pinching the edges neatly 
and trimming with knife. Then take 
a silver fork and press all around to 
niake a firm finish. Prick holes on top 
before pulling in stove to prevent blis- 
ters, Should your oven be scorching 
hot leave open for awhile to cool, Put 
ple in stove, taking peeps at it from 
time fo time to see that it ls not burned 
ac the butter on top will cause it to 
brown soon.

HOMESTEADR EGULATIONS 


AX* even numbered section of Dominion 

Lands in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, excepting 8 and 26,not reserved, may be 
homesteaded by any person who is the sole 
head of afamily, or any male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter section of 160 
Acros, more or less, 

Entry must be made personally at the local 
and office for the district in which the land is 
situate. 

The homesteader is required to perform the 
conditions connected therewith under one of 
the following plans :-- 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each year for three 

ears, 

(2) If the father (or mother,if the fathor is 
deceased) of the homesteader resides upon & 
farm in the vicinity of the land entered for, the 
requirements as to residence may be satisfied 
by such person residing with the father or 
mother, 

(3) If the settler has his permanent residence 
upon farming land owned by him in the vicin- 
ity of his homestead, the réquirements as to 
residence may be satisfied by residence upon 
the said land,

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HAY. 


Growing hay for market on a portion 
of a farm is a partial solution of tho 
serious labor problem; since it is much 
easier to gel several hands during the 
rush of haying than to get good, efficl- 
ent labor for eight months of the year, 
writes Mr. J. G. Curtis. There are usu- 
ally one or more fields on nearly every 
farm in cerlain sections of the stale 
which, owing to the heavy character of 
the soil or for various other reasons, 
4re more suitable for growing hay than 
for growing the several crops in a regu- 
lar rotation, 

Frequently, the net annual profit from 
the small acreage devoted to grain and 
hoed crops has proved to be as large as 
was formerly obtained from the entire 
farm, leaving the hay as clear gain. 
The American market to-day wants 
clean timothy hay and pays a price for 
it out of all proportion to ils real feed- 
ing value and it is good business to sup- 
Ply that’ want, allhough it is to be 
hoped that in the near future the clov- 
ers and alfalfa will have their true value 
established in our markets. 

Prime timothy hay cannot be grown 
for market at a good profit, because 
prime quality is invariably related to 
a light and unprofitable yield. It should 
ruther be our endeavor to grow a maxi- 
mum crop of good, clean, number one 
limothy and get it to markel in the best 
possible shape. Let us not try fo make 
a short cut by growing timothy as a 
catch crop In wheat or corn, for a 
maximum crop cannot be grown in that 
Way. We must give the timothy all the 
ground and an abundance of food, if 
we would get the most out of the crop, 
The following method, in brief, has 
proved successful and profitable. 

Plow as early in spring as best con- 
dition of the ‘soil will permit and turn 
under a good coat of Blable manure 
if possible. Apply air-slaked lime broad- 
cast upon the furrows at the rate cf

Place after the seed is sown. About 
August 15, after the final preparation 
of the seedbed with the smoothing har- 
rew, sow 20 quarts an acre of the very 
best timothy seed that can be obtained, 
scwing ten quarts each way of the fleld 
with a wheelbarrow grass seeder in or- 
der to secure an even seeding. Work 
this seed into the soil about 1 inch deep 
by going over it once or twice with a 
light, smoothing harrow or weeder.

Now, get your machinery ready for 
haying, which will begin about July 1 
at 3 p.m. The following tools are Sug- 
gested to facilitate this work: One 
mower with good, strong 5-foot cutter 
bar, two wooden frame tedders, two 
good hay racks, 8x16 feet, one good hay 
loader and rake, one good horse fork, 
extra knives, pulleys, knife grinder, 
whiffletrees, hay caps anid extra parts. 

Cut hay when in full bloom and he- 
gin culling after 3 o'clock each day, 
ns the grass contains lowest percentage 
of moisture at that time. Begin ted- 
ding the next morning at 7 o'clock and 
eentinue until about.10 o'clock, then 
rake into windrows and ted the wind- 
rows until ready to draw. Don't cock 
hay in the fleld unless absolutely neces- 
sary, as it costs too much. When you 
do, cover the cocks with hay caps if 
possible. Draw hay from fleld to barn 
between 3 and 7 in the aflernoon and 
spread evenly in the mow, reserving 
one mow for rakings and stained hay.

THE SUBSIDIARY COMPANY. 


How the Directors of a Railway Com- 
pany Reduce Their Profits, 


the foirness of the 
rates charged by the Bell Telephone 
Company Mr, Shepley emphasized the 
necessity of investigating the subsidi- 
ary companies before being able to de- 
termine the question submitted, It is 
ciearly impossible to decide, ftom state- 
ments of receipts and expenditures, 
whether a corporation is making fair or 
exorbilant charges. It is necessary to 
scrutinize all the important items of 
expenditure, and to ascertain if some 
ot them are not inflated for the purpose 
of concealing or surreptitiously dispos- 
ing of profits. The most familiar de- 
vice for accomplishing this purpose 1s 
the subsidiary company, and its opera- 
lions should be explained to protect the 
public from agreements with corpora- 
lions based on an unequalitied restric- 
lion of thelr net profits or dividends.

weather we have opened out the coils 
the following afternoon and after a few 
hours’ exposure fo sun and air, hauled 
in the same evening. But we prefer 
allowing it stand a day or two, and, 
if sufficiently dry, haul it in directly 
without spreading. The less exposure 
lo the hot sun, dew or rain,-the more 
of the nutriment and aroma are pre- 
served. While we aim to prevent hav- 
ing hay so dry and crisp as to lose 
much of the leaf and fine parts in hand- 
ling, we try to have only partly sweal- 
ei in the coils, so that when stored :n 
the mows there will be further fermen- 
tation, but not sufficient to cause 
mold. When stored in the proper condi- 
tion it will retain considerable of its 
natural moisture, and when fed out the 
hay will be tough and soft, brown in 
color, and have that fragrance and ap- 
petizing aroma which is desired. 

If clover is left uncut, as many do, 
until the bloom turns brown, the stem 
becomes wooly, much of the finer and 
most valuable parts are lost in the cur- 
ing and handling and, should it be 
caught out in heayy rains, it is really 
of comparatively liltle value. When cut 
in the early stages of bloom, rain does 
but little harm, if tedded soon after a 
shower and put up before it gets loo 
ary. 

re course the jdeal weather for clover 
haymaking should have neither dew nor 
rain, nor much hot sun, but the air suf- 
ficiently dry to cause rapid evaporation. 
Then it would be difficult to spoil the 
crop, if cut In time; but with the un- 
certainties of weather it requires con- 
slant watchfulness to guard against 
the loss of nutriment in saving clover, 
which is one of the most valuable pro- 
ducts on the stock farm. 


REGULAR HOURS FOR- FEED. 


Many farmers do not realize the im- 
portance of feeding their stock at re 
gular hours, but it is of great import- 
ance, Take a lot of hogs which have 
to wait after their regular time for feed 
and how restless and noisy they Le- 
come, And what is true of them is true 
in a great measure of othor animals.

QUEEN MAUD'S 


Barely Escapes Death During Her Visit 
fo Paris, 

Few sovereigns have ever visited 
Paris who have left behind them such 
4 good impression as have King Haakon 
and Queen Maud of Norway, who have 
just terminated a@ most agreeable go« 
journ here, 

Details of the accident which. occur- 
red to the youthful Queen, and but a 
mere mention of which was telegraphed 
abroad, show that she had a very nar- 
row escape from death or serious in- 
jury. 

The accident occurred on her visit to 
Versailles, A. narrow stone bridge 
crosses & deep stream in the Trianon 


Park. The Queen and Mme. Fallieres 
wero being driven over it, when the 
near front wheel of their carriage 


s'ruck the low parapet, the sudden jerk 
throwing one of the horses, mounted 
by a postillion, half-way over the edge. 
Kicking furiously to release itself, the 
animal fell over into the stream, dray- 
ging another horse with it, and break- 
ing its rider's leg. Mad with fear, a 
third horse © struggled to pel away, 
tripped in the tangle of harness, and 
also fell into the water, Only the see- 
ond posiillion and the fourth horse re- 
mained on the bridge.
